Mother Needs a Vacation 


By CARRY CII VI I AND MYERS, Ph.D. 
SOME parents of one or several 
f oung children go off together for 
A vacation. They may choose a 
place not so far away from home 
so as not to waste time and 
energy In traveling. Perhaps they 
choose a quiet, inexpensive place, 
and live In a tent or cabin. They 
take turns in caring for the 
children. In this way the mother 
as well as the father really gets a 
vacation. 
But the average young mother 
rarely or never gets an honest-to- 
goodness vacation. The parents 
may say they are on vacation, 
but only the father usually la. 
True, the mother goes along with 
him but she may not get away 
from the little children at all, and 
on vacation they may be more 
trying on her nerves than when 
with her at home. This Is espe­ 
cially true when the young family 
spend their vacation with rela­ 
tives. after which the mother may 
return home all worn out, and 
the relatives may also feel worn 
out when she leaves. 


Harder ie Manage 
Mothers with young children 
on vacation among relatives or In 
other places somewhat crowded 
And that the young child, espe­ 
cially the Infant, Is harder to 
manage. His routine may be up­ 
set. his eating and sleeping habits 
impaired. His health may not be 
•o good. Thus he may be more Ir­ 
ritable and less cooperative. Be­ 
sides, there are new hazards to 
the child causing the mother 
anxieties and excessive vigilance. 
While some young fathers on 
vacation with the mother and 


their young children are 
thoughtful of her, the need ofTief 
relaxation does not occur to tho 
average father. How often this 
young mother yearns for the day 
when she will be back home with 
the children. 
Left at Home 
Then there are a large number 
of father* who go off with their 
pals for a real vacation while t he 
mother Is left at home with the 
young children. And It may never 
occur to these fathers that they 
should make provisions later or 
earlier for a similar vacation for 
the mothers (who wouldn't take 
the children with them). 
Some wise parents of young 
children often go out together for 
a family picnic not so far from 
home for a day or late afternoon, 
choosing an open, safe place for 
the tots, lf th* father then 
shares In tbs care of the young 
children, the mother can enjoy 
•oms relaxation, 
A Few Hoars 
Also, some thoughtful young 
fathers, during their days and 
hours off from work, choose to 
keep the young children at home 
while the mother goes away for a 
few hours or days of relaxation.
